»ey8 have been made in ever; case it is 
probable that United States patents imve 
been issued for at least 1,500 oiiata. AD 
these mines contain more or lesa vuluab'e 
ores and many of them paid handsomely in 
early days when uilrer was at par end the 
cost of miniuR and reducing ores mnob 
more than it is at present, A large pro- 
portion of these patented mines tire owned 
by non-resident^ and have not been worked 
for ytars. The writer could name aeverul 
patented minea ia Humboldt county alone 
which have produced r.cb ores, yet have not 
been worked for years and their owner* 
lire in New York, lie* England eud other 
Eistern Stated. They are not t«ed lot an} 
purpose, as the State Constitution pro- 
hibits the taxation of mine*, bat if a 
miuer out of employment should at tempi 
to extract ore from any of them the Rtronu 
arm of the law, supported by taxation ot 
other property, would iuterpoae and leur) 
the poor miner to State Prison for laro«=y. 


It 19 higa time that this order of Ihiuge 


should be changed. No property, unless 
it belong* to the public, should be exempt 
from taxation. It is not just tnat the mer- 
chant, the farmer, the artisan and wage 
earners generally, should be taxed to pro- 
tect the untaxed property of non-reaidents. 


This ia one of many instances which 


Could be cited in favor of a revision of tbe 
Constitution. 
Another ia the provision, 


Which, aa construed by the courts, permits 
tbe taxation, of notes secured by mortgages 
held by residents of the State and exempts 
snob evidences of indebtedness from taxa 
lion wh»n they are held by non-residentn. 
This is offering a premium, which iu some 
couutita amounts to three or four per 
oetit—the rata of local and State 'axatiou— 
to non-retndeut money-lenders.

HELD

A few years ago tens of thousands of 


acres of the lauds granted to tbe St.ite 
for tohooi purposes were oontractml for by 
stoakmen. 
These lands were disposed of 


at $1 25 per acre, one-fifth cash, the bal 
anca ooy time in twenty-five yours, interest 
at the rate of six per cant., payable anna 
ally. The lands are, except in very rate 
instances, worthless for agricultural pur- 
poses. They cannot be cultivated without 
irrigation, and there is not enough watei 
for that. They are valuable only (or graz- 
ing purposes, and to-day tha greater part 
of them ooald not be sold for twenty-five 
cents an aore. This decline is due to i 
great losses of live stock caused by the 
drouth of 1839 and the seventy of la 
Winter. 


Now many stockmen, who contracted for 


State land-* and paid at least twenty-five 
cants an aore for them, are financially crip- 
pled, and will abandon the lauds unlea- 
ths interest on the amount yet due the 
State is reduced. This brings up a ques 
tion for tbe consideration of the Legisla 
ture, If the lauds revert to the 5titt thf 
school fund will, of course, be benentted to 
the amount paid, bat it may be difficult to 
find other purchaser* for them for many 
year* to com*, in which event the school 
fund would lose tbe iatorsst on the amouni 
unpaid, and the several counties in which 
they are situated, the taxes now pai i on 
snob landa. Under iiuch circumstances 11 
would doubtless be advisable for tbe L-gm- 
latnra to annud tbe Act relating to the sal.- 
of school lands by reducing the interest en 
deferred payments to one-h'ilf what it IH 
now. It any be urged against the reduc- 
tion that many of those who would b 
benefit'.* 1 by it have too many acres, but it 
should be remembered that it takes a 
broad aren of the arid plains of Nevada t 
make anything of a range for sheep or cat* 
tie.

AN -LBPHANT HUNT IN SIAM. 


& Conntry Where Nearly 30O of the JUS 
Animals Are Captured at a Time. ^ 


One scorching morning in April, 1870, 


a small party of Europeans left the city 
of Bangkok, the present capital of the 
kingdom of Siam, for Aynthia, the old 
suat of government, sixty mUes north- 
ward up the Biver Menam. A hunt baa 
been appointed by the king, and the ele- 
phants were to be brought in through 
the country bordering the ancient ruins. 


On the second day we arrived at 


Aynthia, and set up our screens and 
hung our mosquito bars in a sa)a, or rest 
house, by the river side. 
The following morning the eltphante 


arrived. Just outside the city, and over- 
looking a plain extending to the horizon, 
rras a high platform, mounted by stone 
steps and covered with a tiled roof sup- 
ported by pillars. 
On this, screened 


from the sun, and with a broad outlook 
over the rice fields that had lately been 
shorn of their crop, sat a high official, 
his aids, a few native nobles and the 
foreign guests. 
The other spectators perched in trees 


or found standing room wherever the 
view was most attractive. Immediately 
before the platform was the stockade, 
made by setting deep into the ground 
teak logs two yards in girth and twenty 
feet in length. These logs were so ar- 
ranged as to leave interspaces of about 
one foot in width. They Inclosed a half 
acre of level ground, and extended out, 
at tbe side opposite the platform, into 
a funnel shaped entrance only wide 
enough, where it joined the stockade, for 
the passing of a single elephant. 


Gnzing far across the stubbly plain 


we saw the troop of elephants, encom- 
passed by the many hunters who had 
been sent months before into the wilder- 
ness to entice the wild animals toward a 
rendezvous. The families, scattered in 
the jungles, foraging among the luxuri- 
ant herbage, had been separately entered 
ty tarne decoy elephants, under the di- 
rection of wily hunters, and one had fol- 
lowed another into captivity. Two hun- 
dred and eighty elephants hf.d thus been 
brought together. The sound of their 
roaring was like that of distant thunder, 
nnd as they approached the earth seemed 
to shake under their tread. 


By a skillful combjaatfon of leading 


and driving they were slowly urged 
alonsc ^qwajcdj Vhe stockade. Foremost 
\veift'the. d^ecoyers, trained to their wota* 
•yhich, they do with complacent discs* 
tjion. They were ridden by experta in 
elephant training, and followed b>ytha 
wild herds iu which were elephants of 
all ages. Hemming in the assemblage 
on the sides and in the rearv many other 
tamed elephants directed, T»y their riders 
urged on the lagga^d&with their long 
tusks and shouldpjjecl the stragglers into 
place.

snowy tusks, distanced feis pursuers and 
regained freedom ia the bush.—St, Nich- 
olas.

t;hat bindeth up the sheaves his bosom." 
Perhaps a sermon can produce no better 
effect than to burn into the brain the 
force or the imagery of a particular 
text. I remember how much I longed, 
after hearing that sermon, that my life 
might never be represented by such an 
image of utter uselessness—the rank, 
$oarse grass upon the thatch, which the 
mower and reaper anke despise —Canon 
Farrar in Forum.
